Exercise can set off epi- 
sodes of asthma in some chil- 
dren, Especially if the out- 
side air is cold, And, per- 
haps, if the asthmatic child 
breathes through his or her 
mouth, 

At least those are the im- 
plications of a study reported 
in a recent issue of the 
“American Review of Respir- 
atory Disease’, a medical 
journal published by the Amer~- 
ican Lung Association, Stu- 
dying 12 children suffered from 


asthma, the researchers ob- 
served that most of the 
children. spontaneously bre- 


athed with their mouths open 
when told to breathe 
“naturally” during exercise, 
When instructed to breathe that 
way during exercise ona tread- 
mill, most of the children ex- 
perienced a constriction of the 
air passages which triggered 
episodes of asthma, When ask- 
ed to breathe only through the 
nose during the exercise, how- 
ever, a Similar constriction 
seldom occured, 

The researchers at the Na- 
tional Jewish Hospital and Re- 
search Center in Denver be- 
lieve more research is needed 
in this area, They point out 
that recent studies indicate ex- 
posure to cold air seems to 
be a factor in exercise-induced 
asthma. Running in cold 
weather appears to be the 
worst combination, while 
swimming in a heated, indoor 
pool seldom triggers asthma 
episodes, Because of the find- 
ings of their new study, the 
researchers suggest thatbre- 
athing through the nose may 
alleviate exercise-induced 
asthma by moistening the air, 
adjusting its temperature, and 
also removing airborne parti- 
cles,

Deer Hunting Season To 


Open On Nov.17 


The general deer hunting 
season in most of Alabama 
will open on Friday, Novem- 
ber 17, and will run through 
January 20, the Game and 
Fish Division announced this 
week, 

In most counties the use 
of dogs, as well as stalk hunt- 
ing, will be legal for gun hunt- 
ers, However, in the follow- 
ing eight counties stalk hunt- 
ing only will be legal and the 
use of dogs will be illegal: 
Houston, Jackson, Lauderdale, 
Lawrence, Limestone, Madi- 
son, Marshall and Morgan. 

In DeKalb County in 
northeast Alabama, stalk 
hunting cnly will be lega! from 
November 17 through Decem- 
ber 18, Both stalk and dog 
hunting of deer will be legal 
19 through 


January 20. 

Except in the case of a 
five-day hunter’s choice hunt 
in many counties in late Dec- 
ember, bucks only with bare 
antlers visible above the nat- 
ural hairline will be legal 
game, The bag limit on bucks 
will be one per day during the 
entire season, 

In the case of the hunter’s 
choice hunt in December (ex- 
cept spotted fawns), the bag 
limit is one per day in Lieu 
of a buck. Spotted fawns are 
not legal game, 

Alabama’s deer population 
is estimated at more than one 
million, 

If deer hunters have any 
questions about hunting laws or 
regulations, they should con- 
sult their nearest Game 
Fish Division official
